his officers went home to a much-needed rest, satisfied to 
leave the rest of the search to the Sherif f ’ s Off ice and the 
FBI. Thomas had placed a detective in the I I home the 

moment the kidnaping became known, had arranged for a telephone 
tap, and some of his men had worked around the clock without 
sleep. ” 

The paper carries Thomas’s picture on the front page, 
examining the golf bag in which the first note of instructions was 
containede 

Bryoe stated that Thomas has been obviously seeking 
publicity, had tried to enter a room at the victim’s home last night 
while Bryce was talking to the Bureau and had to be asked to leave, 
and may have improperly given information to the press. Bryce was 
asked for details, and he placed Special Agent John O’Leary on the 
telephone. O’Leary stated that yesterday he received numerous press 
inquiries at the Phoenix Office. One reporter, possibly representing 
the United Press, wanted to know if it was true that someone from 
Chicago or Los Angeles was coming to Phoenix to direct the investi-* 
gatlon. Another newspaper source inquired if Mr. Hoover was coming 
to Phoenix. These inquiries were answered with "no comment.” 

O’Leary 3aid, however, that one reporter, whom he cannot now 
identify, intimated that someone at the Police Department, possibly 
Thomas, after coming back from a meeting on the case at the FBI offioe, 
made the statement that FBI Agents were coming in from all over 0 

It was pointed out to Mr. Bryce that such statements on the 
part of Thomas were highly improper, particularly at a time when the 
Bureau was merely guiding the Police Department and the victim was 
still missing. Bryce was advised that it appeared that the Bureau 
should confront Chief Thomas and find out just what he said to the 
j press and lodge a vigorous protest with him and determine what our 
future relations with him should be. 

SAC Malone is in the office this morning and telephonically 
advised that the doctor gave him a thorough check last night and 
indicated that he thought that Malone had suffered from food 
poisoning after eating a ham sandwich in the desert and subsequently 
being exposed to desert heato Malone stated that he ’’felt fine.”

SAC Malone stated that he never talked to any representa- 
tives of the press in Phoenix during the entire time that he was 
there* 



RECOMMENDATION: 



It is believed that Mr* Malone did not comply with 
Bureau instructions that he should ’’carefully and subtly move 
into Phoenix and take over the case," and the further instruction 
that he was "not to let people know we are moving in but that 
careful planning must be done to assume control without letting 
the public or the press know." Malone was indiscreet in stepping 
out of the SAC’s Office and holding a conference with the chief 
and the sheriff in the Agents * room and engaging in general

It is further apparent that SAC Malone, on his own 
initiative, made a decision to simulate the golf bag note without 
advising the Bureau* A strong letter of censure should be sent 
to SAC Malone in view of these delinquencies.

instructions were that no comment should be made to the press . 

SAC Malone explained that the family of the victim was upset con- ^ 
cerning inquiries being made by the newspaper reporter and beoausA of 
the possibility that the life of the victim - might be jeopardized 
by such inquiries . SAC Malone stated, "This action was not connected 
in any way with previous instructions from the Bureau to the effect 
that no comment should be made to the press," 

2, SAC Malone arranged for the preparation of a simula- 
tion of the original note containing the ransom demand. Without . 
consulting with the Bureau he substituted the simulation for the 
original note at the time it was turned over to bank officials for 
return to the kidnapper with the ransommtt money pursuant to the 
kidnapper's instructions, Malone pointed out that the simulation, 
which was prepared by a stenographer in the field office, appeared to 
be so perfect that it was practically impossible to distinguish 
between the two, Malone explained that he had planned to discuss 

I this matter with the Bureau but because of the shortness of time he 
fdid not have this opportunity. It is Mr, Harbo's opinion that as a

3. ^ 0 Properly impress all agents assigned to this 

investigation/tt&Vr personal and individual responsibility for seeing 
that necessary action was taken promptly on matters assigned to them 
or coming to their attention . 



4. On the afternoon of June 10 t SAC Malone , accompanied 
by an agent s was in a radio-equipped automobile in the general 
vicinity of the pay-off location. Several additional Bureau cars were 
also in the general area since pay-off was scheduled to be made . 

For approximately one hour , from 5:15 p.m. to 6:15 p.m., Malone 
was out of his automobile and thus out of radio communication with 
other Bureau agents . During this hour he climbed to the top of a 
mountain ridge in order to obtain a comprehensive view of the 
pay-off area . Malone explained that the plane which had been flying 
overhead had returned to its base; since this means of observation 
was thus lost he therefore decided to climb the ridge to make a person- 
al observation . Under the circumstances , it would appear to have been 
a better decision to send one of the agents up to the top of the ridge 
to make the visual observation in order that the SAC in charge of the 
squad could remain in radio communication with the agents and also 
with the field office . 



5 . No specific instructions were given to the Phoenix 
Police Department or the Maricopa County Sheriff's Office to go into 
the pay-off area after it was known the victim had returned . SAC 
Malone advises that he thought he had established radio contact 
with the field office and had thereafter instructed that the 
sheriff's office be immediately advised to proceed into the pay- 
off area . Malone states that in checking the radio log he is 
unable to find that his message was received . Obviously , he 
| should have assured himself the message was received at the time 
he transmitted it. Also , there was delay in seeking to have 
the victim’s husband take agents back to the pay-off area and 
there was a lack of promptness in obtaining from the victim at 
the earliest possible time after her release necessary data to 
resolve the question of federal jurisdiction. 



6 . The summary of the case prepared by the Phoenix 
office and delivered to the Bureau by special messenger under 
date of June 12 was analysed by Mr. Nichols who found it in- 
adequate and insufficient to meet the Bureau needs. 

7. Malone did not check on the adequacy and complete- 
ness of the logs maintained.

8 , The kidnap squad was broken up before full details 
were reported and compiled as reflected by incompleteness in 
the logs and the difficulty encountered in definitely establishing 
specific items of information during the inquiry conducted by 
Messrs • Nichols and Sarbo. Although he received instructions 
from the Bureau to promptly send out-of-town agents back to 
their official headquarters 3 he should have advised the Bureau 
that he needed time to get all the necessary details properly 
recorded • 



9 . Agent Charles L, Tignor of Phoenix, on the morning 
of June 10, overheard representatives of the press request 
Lt , Hoyt of the Phoenix P, D. to arrange for a press car to accompany 
police cars covering the pay-off run on the afternoon of June 10* 

Thi 3 happened under circumstances which clearly indicated that 
information shortly previously furnished to Chief of Police 
Thomas by a Bureau representative had been passed on by him to 
the press. Agent Tignor claims he mentioned this matter briefly 
to SAC Norris and also to SAC Malone 3 neither of whom recalled the 
incident. However 3 Malone says that if Tignor states he related 
the matter to him he presumes that he did • Although Tignor 
apparently was not sufficiently vigorous and aggressive in presenting 
this matter to SAC Malone it appears possible that Malone failed 
to grasp the importance of the information partially because of 
the pressure of handling many urgent matters pertaining to the 
kidnap investigation . 



SAC Malone was in charge of the kidnap investigation 
from 10:15 a.m . on June 10 until 6;10 p.m. on June 13, with the 
exception of the period from 7*00 p,m» June 10 to 8t30 a,m . 

June' 11 when he was ill from food poisoning, also from 5:15 p,m, 
to 6:15 p*m, on 6/10 when he was out of radio contact, 

RECOMMENDATION : 

That SAC Malone be censured and placed on probation •

The dereliction caused by the failure 
to do so promptly involi>es the SAC and every agent and agent supervisor 
who handled the mail in the Los Angeles office.

(1) The Espjionage Section concurs with the recommendation of the 
SAC in Los Angeles that the matter be called to the attention of the four 
Agents involved by letter.
